CHAPTER I. 

General. 

The year under report was in many ways an exceptionally 
difficult one for forest management. Overshadowing everything 
was the universal trade depression, the timber market suffering no 
less severely than other produce market in the all round fall in 
prices for raw materials and the almost complete absence of 
purchasing power on the part of the usual consumers. 

2. The railways demand for wooden sleepers was reduced 
to little more than half what it was four years ago and their 
stricter system of passing led to a large number of rejected 
sleepers being placed on the open market to be sold at whatever 
price they would fetch, thus tending further to reduce the price of 
other kinds of timber. Owing to serious fall in the price of wheat 
the Punjab zamindar had little money to spend on timber, while 
Government departments, both in India and Kashmir, owing 
to financial stringency, and the curtailment of all capital works, 
purchased but a fraction of their previous requirements. 

3. Climatically the year was not unfavourable, except for 
the heavy flood in the Jhelum which occurred in July. This 
was the third big flood in the last four years and was even great¬ 
er than its predecessors, and was particularly severe in the 
Kishanganga Valley, where once again practically all the bridges 
were washed away and means of communication were badly 
interrupted until temporary bridges and jhulas could be erected. 
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4. The bridge over the Jhelum at Kohala on the main 
road to India was again badly damaged and through communica¬ 
tion had not been restored by the close of the year. As a result 
all goods had to be trans-shipped and this frequently involved con- i 
siderable delay in the despatch of goods from the Baramulla 
godowns to customers in India. 

5. The main feature of the year was its remarkably mild 
winter and the almost entire absence of snowfall in the Kashmir I 
Valley But in the higher hills snowfall was ample although 
below^the average, while the spring rains were sufficient to produce 
good floating conditions for those who prefer to work out their 

mahans rather than to allow them to be brought down by flood

6 The July flood seriously interfered with floating in the 
Ihelum as at that time much of the spring mahans was in the 
main river. Several of the royalty contractors report heavy 
losses and from the upper State depots a great deal of firewood | 
was scattered over the countryside which involved considerable 

expenditure on re-collection. 

7 In lammu the deficiency of the spring rains greatly in¬ 
creased the danger from forest fires though stimulated the pro¬ 
duction of resin. Floating conditions were generally good and 
the Chenab Valley escaped entirely from the July flood. 


o Crops were generally good in both provinces and the 
floods' coming earlier, did less damage to the rice than in previous 
tears Rice in Kashmir is subject to a disease, locally known 
L “rye” but although this was fairly common the total loss both 
from “rve” and from floods is estimated to have amounted to 
el than 4 percent. Grain prices were considerably lower in 
ammu though in Kashmir showed little reduction on the previous 
Supplies were ample in both provinces and forest contract- 
Ss had no difficulty in arranging godown supplies for their 

labour. 

Q With the exception of an outbreak of plague in Jammu 
in the soring which was speedily brought under control, the year 
was remarkably free from epidemics. There were, however, serious 
nolitical disturbances in parts of Kashmir during the late summer 

S adveisely affeeted work in the forests at the 

head of the valley.

Shiv Nath Kaul from the 1st 
Katik to the end of Chet 1987, after which the Utiliza¬ 
tion and Working Plans Circles were amalgamated 
to form the Working Plans Research and Education 
Circle, charge remaining with Pt. Shiv Nath. 


Superior service. 


13. The superior service was strengthened on the 1st Baisakh 

1988 by the confirmation of Th. Gandharb 
Singh, Special Kuth Officer and R. Mohd. 
Sarwar Khan, Rafting Officer, as Assistant Conservators of Forests 
and by the transfer of Sheikh Hamid Ullah, Timber Officer, on 
the temporary establishment list to the permanent cadre. Casual¬ 
ties comprised the reduction of Mr. I. B. Biswas, Assistant 
* Conservator of Forests, to the rank of Forest Ranger and-the 
death of L. Ladha Ram, Assistant Conservator of Forests. The 

Hatter who-had spent-most of his long service of 34 years in His 
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Highness’ Private Domains Forest Department, had but recently 
been absorbed into the State Forest Department. His sudden 
death from heart failure on the 19th Magh 1987 is much regretted 
by all ranks of the service. 


13a. With effect from 1st Baisakh 1988 the Mahan and 
the Kashmir Timber and Firewood Divisions were closed down 
and 18 Foresters, 50 Forest Guards were retrenched and retired 
on pension. In addition to these two Forest Accountants were 
reverted to Accountant-General's Office, and 8 c.erks, 4 range 
clerks and 9 peons were brought under reduction. 


14. Three untrained forest rangers who were sent for train¬ 
ing in the Rangers Course at Dehra Dun 
Subordinate staff. Forest College returned at the close of the 

year after successfully completing their course of training. At 
the close of the year the number of rangers was 102 against the 
sanctioned cadre of 105, thus having been decreased by four 
posts during the year. The number of Dehra Dun trained rangers 

is now 54. 


15. During the year under report the Revenue audit of the 

Forest Department’s accounts was transferred 

cicrioai establishment. tQ Accountant-General’s Office and 1 

Superintendent, 2 Head Clerks and 7 Clerks from the provincial 
cadre were transferred to carry out this work in his office. This 
with the reduction of eight posts mentioned above reduced the 
strength of the clerical establishment from 148 to 130. 

16. The 1987 Course of the Chatarnar Forest School under 
L. Prem Nath, Forest Ranger, closed down on 6th Poh 1987 and 
all nine students passed out successfully. 


17 The 1988 session opened under the same instructor on 

8th Baisakh 1988 with 12 students one of whom had subsequently 
to be sent down on account of ill health. From the 7th Har 1988 
when Lala Prem Nath proceeded on leave, the post of Instructor 
was taken over by S. Pritam Chand Gupta, Assistant Conservator 

of Forests. 


18 lammu, Billawar, Udhampur and Riasi divisional offices 

were inspected by the Conservator of Forests Jammu Circle 
The other divisional offices were not inspected during the > ear. 
This was mainly due to the restrictions imposed on touring under 
Government orders and partly to the fact that the Conservator,

25. No survey work was done during the year by the Forest 
Department but some work was done by the Settlement Depart¬ 
ment in the Mirpur Division. The total expenditure incurred on 
this head during the year was Rs. 175 as compared with Rs. 165 
during the previous year. 

26. The total expenditure incurred on the constitution of

Working Plans. 

- 27. The position as regards Working Plans has not changed 

very much during the year. The plans for the 

The present position.

28. The Research Division, the Bhadarwah and the Jammu

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The plans pending with the Circle arc also ready for the 
press. Most of the compartment histories of the pending plans 
were typed and issued. The circle was not able to turn out any 
new plan during the year. 

30 . The work carried out by each party during the year is 
as follows: — 


Jammu Working Plan Division .—Pandit Shridhar Dhar 
remained in charge of the Division throughout the 
year. During the winter of 1987 the enumeration work 
for the Lower Chenab Chir Forests plan was complet¬ 
ed. During the summer of 1988 the reports on the 
High Level Forests of the Riasi and Mirpur and the 
Lower Chenab Chir Forests were written up. 

Bhadarwah Working Plan Division— Lala Faqir Chand 
Gupta remained in charge of the Division throughout 
the year. Field work and enumerations were com¬ 
pleted. 


Future work. 


31. The revision of the Kishtwar Kuth Plan and the Lolab 

Forest Plan will be taken up next year. 
The Dudu, Ramnagar, Basantgarh and 
Basohli forests which are being worked on old lines will be re¬ 
examined and the plans for these forests will be revised, if 
necessary. Other plans due for revision within the next three 
years are Jasrota and Pir Panjal. 


32. The prescription of the sanctioned working plans and of 

Cantooi those being worked in anticipation of sanc¬ 

tion have, as regards major fellings, general¬ 
ly been worked up to. Owing to the limited demand for fir 
timber, no work has so far been taken up in the Fir Working 
Circle of the Lolab and Ram raj Plans while in the Fir Working 
Circle of the Pir Panjal Plan fellings have been very much restrict^ 
ed. The depression in the timber trade has been responsible for 
the suspension of work in the Kail working circles of the Jhelum 

Valley and Sindh Plans and the Deodar-pine working circle of the 
Kashmir Plan. 

33. For the same reason thinning operations have been 
suspended all over the State forests except in those areas where 
they had been sold forward under a long lease. Owing to the 
depression of the bamboo market only a small portion oAhe out¬ 
turn prescribed by the plan is being exploited. 
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34. The position regarding control forms has improved but 
• t u ere are still several divisions for which this work has fallen in 
arrear. This will be brought up to date next year.

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CHAPTER V. 
Silviculture. 


35. As mentioned in previous years reports, work under the 

Natural Regeneration. ne ^ workln g P lan s for deodar, which pres¬ 
cribe a system of concentrated regeneration 
fellings as the method of management was seriously handicapped 
by the absence of a really good seed year. Since the first felling 
was made under this system in 1981, there was but one moderate 
seed year in 1984, the effects of which were completely nullified 
by the succeeding spring drought. Added to this the local staff 
had never really got down to it, and taken up artificial work 
during the lean years, on an adequate scale, while a further dis¬ 
ability was the fact that considerable experimental work was 
necessary to arrive at a satisfactory technique for the regeneration 
ot deodar by artificial means under Kashmir conditions. 


36. Doubts were therefore expressed whether the system 
could ever be worked successfully, except with enormous expendi¬ 
ture and labour on artificial work. Fortunately l 98 7 was a 

bumper seed year for deodar, and this has completely changed 

the outlook regarding the future of these plans. It wodd be too 
much to hope for, that regeneration areas should be completed 
restocked after one good seed year, but the results obtained Ms 
year are good enough to prove that two, or at the most three 
seed years, coupled with comparatively little artificial work Tn 
obstinate areas, will be quite sufficient completely to restock anv

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deodar regeneration. Merely cutting it back does little good as 
it coppices and reproduces itself with renewed vigour. So far the 
best method found of dealing with it, is to pile felling refuse round 
its base and to fire it while the sap is still up. This appears 
completely to kill it, and this method has the further advantage of 
adding little to the cost of the ordinary refuse burning, 

44. Continued and sustained efforts are necessary if sub¬ 
sequent operations are to keep pace with fellings. Progress in 
this direction depends very largely on the personal keeness of the 
divisional officer, and in future an officer’s ability or otherwise 
will be judged by the condition of his re-generation areas ; not by 
the expenditure he has incurred, but by the results he has obtained. 
Expenditure is still high under this head, in certain divisions, 
notably Kamraj, and it is essential that it be made commensurate 
with the result obtained. 


45. Weeding and cleaning of young re-generation were 
carried out in Langet, Kamraj and Pir Panjal Divisions, and the 
cutting back of inferior species was undertaken in these and the 

Jhelum Valley Division, Climber cutting was done in one com¬ 
partment in the Bhadarwah Division. 

46. In the Haran Willow Plantation, the coupe of the year 
was, as usual, planted up with willow cuttings between the coppice 
stools, over the whole area, this method being the most satisfac¬ 
tory method of producing fully stocked willow re-generation im¬ 
mediately. 


47. The only important operations under this heading are

and on a smaller scale in most of the other divisions. In the Pir 
Panjal Division, over 42,000 seedlings were also transplanted, 
but the mortality was high, and once nursery raised seedlings are 
available in sufficient numbers, this method of propagation will 
be definitely abandoned. 


49. Further progress was made in planting up the swamp 
areas bordering the Woolar Lake in the Sindh Division and in 
extending the Mamandaji plantation in the Kashmir Division. 
Altogether nearly a million and a quarter willow cuttings were 
planted during the year. Many of these were, however, to replace 
previous year’s failures, as much damage was done by the previous 
spring flood in the Woolar Lake area. 


50. Although hardly silviculture, the work that has been 

done artificially to grow Kuth and other 

Kuth propagation. m j nor products may conveniently be men¬ 

tioned in this chapter. Under Kuth, tne most important work of 
the year was in the Ramban Division, where as a result of several 
‘ vears experiments, a satisfactory technique for growing kuth 
artificially has now been established, and will be applied in other 
divisions. In this division artificial work was carried out over a 
considerable area and has definitely demonstrated that Kuth can 
be cheaply and easily grown as a concentrated crop. The main 
'factor governing success is choice of site, for unless the site is 
* suitable neither sowing nor planting is likely to be successful.

Eight new sample plots were 
laid out in the Haran and Ningli Willow Plantations, and twenty 
plots in various coniferous species in both Jammu and Kashmir 
circles. Diameter growth data for chir were collected in the 
Mirpur and Riasi Divisions. This division works in close co-ordi¬ 
nation with the Research Institute at Dehra Dun, and the sample 
plot files as completed are sent there for incorporation in the 
Institute’s records. Silvicultural research in the State may now be 
said to have made a good start on sound lines, and for this the 
credit is due entirely to Thakur Harnam Singh, who is one of the 
few officers who takes a keen interest on this side of the work.

Of the 296 
cases disposed of, 145 resulted in convictions giving a percentage 
of 49, as compared with 46 during the previous year. The highest 
percentages of convictions were in Jammu 83, Billawar 81, and 
Pir Panjal Division 75. The lowest percentages are reported 
from Kamraj and Bhadarwah Divisions where it was only 11. 
The Conservator of Forests, Jammu Circle, reports that the cases 
sent to the courts generally fail, as the courts are more sympa¬ 
thetic to the accused than to the Forest Department, and that 
fewer cases are, therefore, now sent to courts by the Divisional 
Forest Officers. As mentioned in previous years reports the 
disposal of cases by the courts continues to be dilatory and more 
attention on the part of the courts to this side of work is very 
desirable as the cummulative effect of the delay in disposal of 
forest cases not only defeats the object of prosecution and intensi¬ 
fies the difficulties of forest protection, but also causes unnecessary 
inconvenience to the accused. 


58. Three thousand four hundred ninety cases involving 
5,705 persons were compounded during the year, as compared 
with 3,430 cases involving 5,285 persons in 1986-87. Rs. 24,895 
were realized as compensation averaging Rs. 7-2-1 per case and 

Rs. 4-5-9 per person, as compared with Rs. 6-7-6 per case and 
Rs. 4-3-4 per person in 1986-87.

Protection from fire. 


In Kashmir Circle the year was favourable for fire 

protection, and there were only 70 cases

conditions were just the reverse, and the area burnt, 57,603 acres 
in 602 cases, was the highest for several years. There is little 
doubt that many of these fire cases were incendiary in origin the 
main object being to obtain better grazing. But in Udhampur 
Division, where resin operations have had seriously to be curtailed 
it is reported that some of the fires were more in the nature of a 
protest against the work being shut down. The Conservator 
Jammu, again draws attention to the difficulty that is experienced 
in getting Revenue officers to utilise Section 50 of the Forest 
Regulation, which permits the Wazir Wazarat to take summary 
action against concessiomsts who fail to protect their concession 
orests or who fail to render help in cases of fire.

the supply of firewood to Srinagar town was 

Srinagar Fuel Supply, decontrolled, and all the retail firewood 

depots maintaind for supply of firewood to the public were closed 
down. In order, however, to guard against any sudden rise of 
nr ices the department is maintaining an adequate reserve of fir 
firewood, with which retail depots can be re-opened at any time. 
The present scheme is designed to have 1,000,000 stacked c. ft. in 
stock at the beginning of every winter, and to reduce this by 
wholesale sales of 100,000 c. ft. per month during the six winter 
months to 400,000 c. ft. at the beginning of the hot weather. Each 
vear the department will extract 600,000 c. ft. to maintain stocks 
at this level. When the whole of the Srinagar supply was arrang¬ 
ed by departmentally managed retail depots the annual loss to the 
State was about Re. 1 lakh. Now a small profit should result and 
this without any serious rise in prices. True, prices are higher 
than they used to be, but there was never any economic justifica¬ 
tion for selling firewood in Srinagar at less than the cost of produc-

As the quantity 
of departmental timber on offer was small these prices are not 
altogether typical. The following note, kindly contributed by 
Mr. Latham, of Messrs. Spedding, Dinga Singh and Co., the State’s 
largest purchasers, gives a better idea of the trend of prices during 
the past year :—

“During the twelve months since October 1930, the timber 
market has shown a progressive decline in values. The greatly 




reduced purchasing power of the zamindar, owing to the fall in 
the prices of wheat, cotton and other agricultural produce and the 
very considerable drop in the Railway demand for sleepers, are 
the main causes of the depression. Although there has been a 
considerable boom in building in urban areas, so little timber is 
now used in house construction, outside the villages, that it has 
not materially benifited the timber trade. The reduced demand 
has caused a saturated market, and the wholesale dealers have 
found considerable difficulty in getting the retailers to take up the 
quantities bought forward from them. In order to effect sales, 

the wholesale dealers have been compelled to allow an abnormal 

credit ranging in some cases, to six months, with the attendant 
risk of non-fulfilment of the bargain. The Jhelum market was 
adversely effected by the flood which occurred early in July, 
which enabled the inhabitants of the districts for many miles up 
and down the river, to obtain their requirements of timber by 

theft, instead of through purchases. 

To give a more or less accurate idea of the trend of the 
market, the table of prices given below is a fair criterion :

Financial Results.

Results of the year. 


102. A net surplus of nearly half a crore (Rs. 50 lakhs) of 

rupees, in a year when the whole world was 
suffering from acute trade depression, cannot 
fail to be a source of intense satisfaction. Although receipts were 
down by over two lakhs, expenditure, by the exercise of rigid 
economy, was reduced by more than four lakhs, and the final 
result was that the year showed a profit more than two lakhs better 
than its predecessor. 


103. This, however, merely emphasises the fact already allud¬ 
ed to, that by selling most of its important forests and products 
ahead under long term leases, at a time when good prices were 
ruling, the Forest Department has been able to postpone the 
effects of the general trade depression. 


104. But this postponment cannot go on indefinitely, and 
however optimistic an outlook is taken, it appears certain that the 
next few years will witness a serious shrinkage in forest revenues. 
The present output cannot be maintained as forcing large quantities 
of timber and other products on to an unwilling market, can have 
but one effect, the further lowering of prices, and if prices fall 
much further, the time will come when it will pay nobody, the 
department or purchasers, to work the forests. 


105. Several of the new leases will be offered next year and 
there is little or no prospect of the present rates being maintained. 
Turn where one will—timber, kuth, resin and other minor pro¬ 
ducts—every market is suffering from the same depressing factor, 
a complete absence of purchasing power on the part of the usual 
consumers, and until this purchasing power can be re-established, 
rates for all raw materials must continue to rule low.

Seed collection. 


113. At the request of His Majesty the King Emperor a 

third collection of seeds and bulbs of Kashmir 
wild flowers was made with the object of 
introducing these beautifull flowers into the Royal parks and 
gardens. Many of the species asked for were very rare and to be 
found only in remote localities. L. Amin Chand, who was largely 
responsible for the two previous collections, was again in charge 
of the work, in addition to ' his other duties and deserves great 
credit for the excellent collection made by him. 


Legal enactments. 


114. The Jammu and Kashmir Forest (Sale of 'timber) 

Regulation No. 3 of 1987 was sanctioned by 
His Highgness and brought into force. This 
regulation, which, inter alia , compels the registration of timber 
sale depots, will, it is hoped, prove a useful aid in the prevention 
of timber thefts. Amendments to the Kuth Regulation were also 
sanctioned and a new edition of the Regulation published. 


Notioe of officers. 


115. Much of the success of the year is due to the good 

work of practically all ranks of the depart¬ 
ment and it is thus difficult to select any for 
special mention. Among gazetted officers special credit is, 
however, due to Th. Haqiqat Singh, S. Sher Singh, Bhagat 
Satyndra Singh and Pandit Dina Nath Kaul for their persistently 
good work in regeneration areas; to L. Kewal Kishen for his 
efforts in bringing down the extraction costs of crude resin and to 
L. Mulk Raj for his kuth protection organization in Kishtwar. 
Among the Rangers L. Prem Nath Kohli has done particularly 
good work as Instructor of the Forest School and Pandit Shivji 
Vali was exceptionally successful with his regeneration operations. 


116. Relations with other departments were generally cordial 

Conclusion. an d Chief Conservator is grateful to the 

heads of other departments, who rarely failed 
to co-operate when their assistance was needed. The thanks of 
department are also due to Mr. P. K. Wattal, who while Minister 
in charge took the keenest possible personal interest in its welfare 
and development. In conclusion the Chief Conservator must 
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record his appreciation of the loyal and untiring way in which the 
whole service has worked during a year of extreme difficulty.
